debt on which interest had ceased in 
1800 was 8201,449, while in 1878 the 
debt on which interest had ceasec 
was 85,584,560. The 
non-interest 


bearing debt in 1878 was $455,864, 
662. The total debt less cash in 
treasury in I860 was 809,964,402 
while in 1878 tho debt less cash on 
hand was 81,999,382,280.
